T he address of Dr. Wm Crav en of the

the Condition of Nat ional Prosperit y,” 
! was deeply interesting and 
was 
lis t­ 
ened 
to 
with 
m arked 
atten tion 
throughout. 
He stated tha t while 
memorial day ob serv ances are as old 
as the race, in no other nation than 
America has it b een made an annual 
ev ent 
The ob ject lv not alone to keep 
in memory the serv ices of our soldier- 
dead. b ut tostren gthen and perpetuati 
a lov e for the institutions for which 
they fought, suffered and died. 
It is 
not for us to say “ Well done, to these 
men, b ut consecrate ourselv es to tb c 
upb uilding of American 
manhood, 
through which the highest type of 
national prosperity nip si 
b e 
per 
petuated." 


1 he elem ents of nob le 
manhood 
were deftly touched 
upon, and in 
defining 
Am erican 
manhood 
the 
speaker took occasion to explain tha t 
he did not. mean a man of pure Ameri 
can b lood—there was no such thing. 
The 
races 
of mixed b lood 
hav e 
wrought the greatest adv ancem ent in 
the world’s history, instancing the 
nations of Greece, Rome, England, and 
the most hctrogenious of all and most 
wonderful—America. 
T he 
speaker 
said he b eliev ed in b lood, red b lood, 
, b lood tha t tingles; b ut mixed b lood is 
b est. 


T he American man is the product 
of the institutions of the country: 
| first of which is the A m erican home. 
Home q uiet 
and 
domestic 
peace 
are desirab le, 
and 
these are found 
where 
homogenius b lood 
ab ounds, 
b ut the m ixture 
of b lood in 
the 
American home tends to restlessness 
and pushes the young out into a 
strenuous manhood. 
T he American 
home is the grandest expression of 
the 20th century. 
T he grandur of 
the American family 
was strongly 
eulogized b y the speaker, who touch­ 
ingly alluded to the family life Roose­ 
v elt, Garfield and others. 
B ut in some 
parts of the country they are turning 
ov er the affairs of the conntry to the 
children of foreigners while they allow 
race suicide to destroy the hope of 
A m erican manhood. This was strongly 
deprecated. 


The wide-spread priv ilege of the 
b allot was another elem ent in the 
m aking of A m erican manhood: and 
the duty of its intelligent exercise was 
earnestly adv ocated. 
T he 
idea 
of 
eq uality is untrue. 
Ab solute eq uality 
is at present impossib le, b ut we hav e 
much nearer to t ha t ideal 
now than ev er b efore or 
elsewhere, 


Our schools are a v a-» t influence in 
the creation of American manhood 
There are and hav e b een indiv idual 
men as great and learned in other 
ages and other nations as in ours, b ut 
nowhere else is ab road education so 
widely diffused. 
T he scnoois 
are a 
wonderful influence in Americanizing 
foreigners. 


The religious life of Am erican m a n ­ 
hood was the last elem ent mentioned: 
and the speaker said « hat faith, and 
not doub t, is the atm osphere of real 
progress and true greatness. 
In proof 
of this fie cited the testim ony or Wm. 
E Gladstone, who stated tha t all tha t 
he was and ail tha t he had achiev ed 
he owed to his faith in the fundam ent-

In commemoration of the hundredt h 
anniversary of the birth of Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, Rev. Joseph Fori 
Newton chose the essayist as the sub­ 
ject of his discourse at the Liberal 
church Sunday evening. 
Ills address 
was a critical analysis of Emerson’s 
teachings, 
in part he said: 
Emerson was not a 
philosopher 
One would not think of comparing 
him with Kant, Spinoza, or Herbert 
Spencer. 
He was not a logical, con­ 
sistent, consecutive thinker. 
Plato 
gave us the poetry of 
philosophy: 
Emerson gives us the philosophy of a 
poet and that is a contradiction of 
terms. 
We do not class him with the 
great 
idealistic 
philosophers 
like 
Hegel and Green. 
Nor 
was he a great poet 
not a 
born {K>et. 
It was Milton who said 
that poetry must be simple, sensuous, 
impassioned. 
If this la* true, there 
are very few lines of poetry in the 
writings of our sage. 
Emerson was a 
man of beauty, but it was the beauty 
of intellect, not of the heart. 
His 
poetry is a “ Hymn to Intellectual 
Beauty,” if we may use the title of 
Shelley’s poem. 
We admire Emerson; 
we love. Robert Burns. 
Poetry has ¡ts 
throne in the heart and appeals to the 
heart. 
Matthew Arnold says that Emerson 
is” the friend and aider of those who 
live in the spirit? And that is almost 
true, but not the real truth. 
That is 
true of Jesus, hut not ot Emerson. 
It 
would he better to say that he is the 
friend and aider of those who live in 
the intellect: be is a prophet of the 
mind, of the intellect. 
As a man of 
the spirit he is not to be compared 


with Channing, Bushnell or Phillips 
Brooks. 
Emerson is a poetic-seer. 
He added 
no new fact to science nor truth to 
philosophy'. 
His was the greater ser­ 
vice of making all truth, and all life, 
more luminous. 
He is an inspirer, 
not an instructor. 
This is the high­ 
est prerogative of genius to make old 
truths real, undeniable, unforgetable. 
There is no new truth; truth is as old 
as Rod. 
To reveal it to man, to clothe 
it in forms of beauty, to open the eyes 
and ear-of men that they may see i 
and hear the Divine, to be at once a 
light and a voice 
there is no greater 
service. 
Such a man was Emerson, a 
poetic-set r, a prophet of the soul. The 
philosophers are many , but the seers 
are few. 
After all, t he best thing in Emerson 
is his spirit, his life, his character. 
There he stands, pure.serene, radiant, 
benignant. 
He lived in the presence 
of the soul, in the atmosphere of God. 
'There was in him something of the 
beauty of the Eternal, and its great 
peace. 
His faith in the divinity of
